The rife in price of granulated f-ugur 
to eight cent*, predicted in these col­ 
umns some day* ago, is almost at hand, 
the necessary article now selling at 
seven and a half cents in town while 
the eight cent price is expected by the 
end of the week.In some of the county 
towns that 
figure has already been 
reached while some town merchants 
ate 
saying 
that 
granulated 
sugar 
will reach even ten cents within a few 
months. 


The high price of sugar cerning just 
at the time when housewives are put­ 
ting up fruits fur the winter months 
will work a bardship upon many 
and 
it is to he regretted that the rise has 
been forced upon the retailers just 
-at this time. 
I he unprecedented h»gh prices, ac­ 
cording to Robert D. 
McCurdy, who 
represents the Franklin Sugar Refinery 
of Philadelphia, are not due. as the 
dispatches have Mate J, to a “ gentle­ 
men’s agreement between independents 
and the trusts, " but 
to actual crop 
conditions. 
“ The trust hasn’t any more to do 
with the price than I hare," said Mr. 
McCurdy. 
“ There is no gentlemen s 
agreement.’ a fact which may tie verb 
fled 
by a glance at the quotations 
which show that the independent* are 
Unlay c h a r g in g 
m o le for sugar than 
the so called trust 
“ It is because of a record break 
ing drought in the beet-sugar region* 
in Germany and Russia, which are 
reully the sources of the word s supply, 
that price* have tak. ti their skyward 
course 
The rainfall there ha* been 
two thirds In-low 
normal, and the 
crop will be "WI per cent. short 
In­ 
stead of ex|tortmg sugar to this country 
Euro)* will not have sufticieiit for her 
own consumption and will have to 
call on Cuba aud Louisiana for assis­ 
tance 
lf we want sugar, 
we will 
have to pay for it ’’ 
Brokers and re­ 
finers are waiting at 
present for the 
crop reports from Louisiana and Cuba 
lf there are bumper crops there, the 
price will not tie as high as it would 
he lf the crop should tie only average 
or lielow average 
These conditions 
will not Indefinitely known until De 
cern tier I. 
According to tile re|s»rts which have 
lieen secured try tile government expert* 
from the department of "agriculture, 
Washington, the United State* is fac­ 
ing the most serious sugar famine in 
years. 
The sugar experts have gotten 
field report* from all sugar growing 
sections of this country and report* on 
tile conditions of the market and esti­ 
mate* in the amount of sugar beld in 
stock tty the refiners 
It wus b und the refiners have prac­ 
tically no stock on hand: there has 
iieen almost no trading 
in anything 
hut seconds on the New York markets 
for weeks ; the refiners find it 
impos­ 
sible to obtain any more of 
the big 
European surplus they counted on and 
the fall crop for the United ii lutes 
threatens to show a serious diminution 
under previous years.

S ister Sadie L. Marehant, a Shaker. 
a m em ber of th a t altruistic sect's col­ 
ony in this county, died 
"passed out 
of the body’’—on Aug 22 last, just as 
the day was losing itself in du k. 
Sister Elizabeth Sears and Brother 
Egbert B. Gillette, Shakers, too, char­ 
acterized like ail their fellows by the 
attem pt of perfect purity in thou ;ht, 
word and act, by gentleness, honesty 
arui obedience to law, are accused of 
Sister Sadie's murder. 
For, seeing her death was inevit­ 
able from consumption, pitying her 
frightful sufferings. Sister Elizabeth 
and 
Brother Gillette, it is charged, 
adm inistered chloroform to Sister Sa­ 
die; made her physical tortures to end 
in euthanasia, In a peaceful, painless 
death. 
And It was at Sister Sadie’s prayer 
t fiat her loving, sympathetic* friends 
adm inistered 
the 
a n t i t h e t i c under 
which she passed from unconscious 
ness into th e hereafter. 
"Before God I think I did right,” 
calmly said Brother Gillette. "My con­ 
science is perfectly at (ase. 
lf the 
act was unwise, only my great feeling 
for her prompted me to commit It. Oh! 
how she suffered’” 
A fter a form al hearing Sister Eliza­ 
beth and B rother Gillette were held on 
the charge of murder. Yet Judge G 
F. P ark er took an unprecedented step 
and 
adm itted 
them to ball. Sister 
Elizabeth 
in 
$2990, Brother Gillett* 
In $3900. O ther m em bers of the col­ 
ony, which is near Ashton, alwnit n ti* 
miles east of Kissimee. furnished the 
hail. 
N ever before were S hakers In a 
court In this county; the whole com­ 
munity regards them as personifying 
righteousness and honesty. Tim; the 
m ag istrate— adm itted 
them to bail 
when accused of a capital crim e m akes 
it plain that in his opinion they were 
far from being ac tu a te ! by any crim i­ 
nal purpose of intent 
Indeed, publh 
sentim ent alreadv favors their dism is­ 
sal by the 
grand 
Jury; and 
even 
whether a ju ry could be found to con­ 
vict them. 
It may be stated as a rath e r en J 
lightening fact that an attern pf to take 
one's own lite Is not a crim e in t hie 
state, and the general opinion is ’hat 
Sister Sadie's death was by sulfide: 
assisted suicide. 
Tiler** is no doubt that Sister Eliza 
beth and Brother G illette consulted 
prayer together, before they yielded 
to Sister Sallies prayers to end her 
misery. Probably they consulted with 
nth* is of Ha* colony, hut B rother GI! 
lette implicated no one in the state 
ment he made <ompoa**dly. 
"Sister Sadie L. M arehant cam e to 
our colony six years and th ree months 
ago," said Brother Gillette while he 
waited in jail for bail to he given for 
him. 
“She was doomed to death from 
consumption then 
One of her lungs 
had 
been destroyed. She had 
been 
suffering terribly for several weeks, 
and we all knew the tim e was short 
before she would be called to her final 
reward. 
"The (lirnax cam e on Aug 29. Sh* 
was seized 
with chills, 
hem orrhage 
and other symptoms, which every one 
knows mean that the end of any one 
with consumption is near. 
"Sister Sadie had always told us to 
let her die in peace and without pain, 
and asked Sister Elizabeth that da* to 
let her get out of the body.

Several breeders show curios­ 
ity as to her lack of horns, oue or two 
commenting unfavorably. As an indi­ 
vidual proposition a neat pair of short, 
nicely curved waxy horn* on a cow’s 
he I may he something to be admired. 
A 
» general proposition the cow of 
today Ii is no need of such weapons, 
and if site has them will surely use 
them on her mstes in the herd and 
cause more or less loss to the owner. 
Ages sfco when the ancestors of Pie- 
tertje Maid Ormsby ran half wild in 
the forests of Europe It was necessary 
for the cow to protect her calf from 
the depredations of wolves and other 
beasts of prey, and the horns which 
nature had provided for that purpose 
were a necessity, but such conditions 
no longer exist, and our breeders may 
well ask themselves as to what useful 
purpose ran tie served by horns on the 
head of a cow. 
Pietertje Maid Ormsby never had 
any horns because their growth was 
prevented. 
When a calf of about three 
weeks obi, as soon as slight swellings 1 
showed where the horns were to be. she 
was laid on her side and the hair close 
ly clip|*ed from Im»ih swellings. 
Then 
the swellings were moisten***! with wa 
ter aud carefully rubbed with a »ti<*k 
of caustic f*otash, and the work was 
done with absolutely no pain to the 
little animal.
